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MUTUAL AID FIRE DRILL IS HUGE SUCCESS 


ANSWER TO 
WEST PLAN 
IS AWAITED 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
GENEVA (AP) — Success or 


failure of the Big Four foreign 
ministers' conference turned today 
on Andrei Gromyko's reaction to a 
new Western offer for a face- 
saving deal on Berlin. 


The Soviet Foreign minister was 


to give his answer to the latest 
Western proposal in secret session 
with his opposite numbers from 
the United States, Britain and 
France. 


If Gromyko says yes—or even 


maybe—the Geneva meeting soon 
may produce an agreement lead- 
Ing to an early East-West summit 
conference. The Western price for 
that is an end to the Soviet threat 
to freeze the Allies out of West 
Berlin. 


If Gromyko says no, the foreign 


ministers conference probably will 
end Thursday or Friday without 
an agreement to go to the summit. 
This would revive the threat of 
serious trouble over the future of 
West Berlin, surrounded by Com- 
munist territory 310 miles from 
West Germany. 


The fiverpoint plan representing 


the final Western bid for agree- 
ment was delivered to Gromyko's 
headquarters Tuesday night. 
~"The heart of the proposal, West- 
ern informants said, is a provision 
lor the Big Four to guarantee the 
•existing arrangements on Berlin. 


The West Is asking the .Soviets 


to promise to avoid any action 
that would menace its air, rail, 
and road lifelines between Berlin 
and West Germany. 


That is less demanding wording 


than any used in similar proposals 
put to Gromyko.

YOKOSUKA. Japan (AP)« — A 


U.S. Navy plane crew told today 
how Communist MIG fighters 
raked their patrol plane with 15 to 
20 bursts of machinegun fire and 
sent it limping home with two of 
its four engines out and one of the 
14 crewmen wounded. 


The airmen told a news confer- 


ence two "or possibly three" Red- 
starred jets—their nationality still 
a mystery—had swooped down 
suddenly on the turbo-prop P4M 
Mercator while it was over inter- 
national waters, 45 miles off the 
east coast of North Korea Tues- 
day. 
, 


The tail gun was knocked out 


and the gunner wounded on the 
second of six Communist runs be- 
fore he could open fire. The 
plane's two other 20mm. machine- 
guns were unable to fire because 
of missing .parts. 


The attack was broken off as 


the plane started to Sump back to 
Japan. It was met by two Air 
Force Sabre Jet fighters that an- 
swered its call for help, but the 
MIGs had vanished long before. 


The injured tail gunner, Avia-^ 


tion Electronics Mate 2.C. Donald 
E. Corder, 20, of Jacksonville and 
Farmer City, 111., suffered more 
than 40 painful but not critical 
wounds from shrapnel and flying 
plexiglass. He was hit In the neck, 
arms and hands, and suffered a 
fracture of the kneecap and a 
head wound. 


Rear Adm. Frederic S. Withing- 


ton, commander of U.S. naval' 
forces in Japan, said'empbatically 
U.S. patrols would continue in the 
area. 


"We are not going to admit that

Nicaragua Is 
Facing Two New 
Invasion Threats 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP)— 


New invasion threats from two 
directions were reported Tuesday 
night by President Luis Somoza, 
whose government has just fin- 
ished off a group of rebels that 
invaded Nicaragua two weeks ago. 


The 37-year-old president, whose 


family has ruled this Central 
American republic for 23 years, 
said one new set of Invaders is 
based in Honduras and consists of 
about 50 men. - 


He was not certain whether it 


had actually crossed Nicaragua's 
northern border and sent units of 
his well trained army to check. 


The other group is getting ready 


to strike with about 200 men from 
neighboring Costa Rica, probably 
in about two weeks, Somoza said. 


Somoza said the Costa Rican 


group is at Santa Elena Bay, near 
the border of Nicaragua. He 
charged that force is backed by 
Marcial Aguiluz, a Costa Rican 
congressman.

lin. 


Eisenhower «ald he never had 


meant to tie prospects for a 
summit conference to the Berlin 
situation exclusively. 


He added that if the foreign 


ministers talks can make such 
progress as to result in a prof- 
itable summit conference, he 
would be glad to attend a 
heads-of-government session. 


The new* conference drew 


228 reporters for Eisenhower's 
discussion of the Geneva talks 
and these other matters:

Superman Suicide Remains 
Mystery in Movie Circles 


HOLLYWOOD, (AP) — George 


Reeves was Superman to millions 
of television fans—but not to him- 
self. 


The husky 45-year-old .actor 


•committed suicide Tuesday mo- 
ments after his fiancee predicted 
in lest: "He's going to shoot him- 
self." 


Reeves, a jut-jawed natural for 


the role of Superman, was select- 
ed to portray the cape-flying mar- 
vel nine years ago. 


Television filming of the Super- 


man series stopped a year and, 
a half ago with 105 episodes 
completed, 
.i> Friends said the series brought 
Reeves financial aecurity (he was 


paid for each TV showing) and 
some fame—but not fulfillment as 
an actor. 


Reeves felt doomed to play 


Superman. He once explained why 
he couldn't get other roles: "It's 
like Hopalong Cassidy trying to 
get an acting job in white tie and 
tails." 


Why did he shoot himself?

SKY CLEAR. BAROMETER RISING 


The news that unemployment has dropped be- 


low, 3,400,000 is very good, but it isn't actually 
th* best news on business, even from the human 
viewpoint 


The most cheering word is the sharp upward 


spurt in spending for new machinery and new 
factories. If this revival keeps on at the rising 
pace currently seen, the predictions are for a 
genuine boom in 1960. And that inevitably will 
translate into more jobs, even after allowance 
is made for automation's inroads in many indus- 
tries. 


The shattering' decline in equipment and new 


plant spending in 1958 is generally regarded as 
the chief cause of the recent recession. Most eco- 
nomists, have flatly said there would be no new 
boom until these outlays shot forward again. 


Now that prospect seems likely. Government 


surveys first indicated about a 4 per cent pickup 
in capital expenditures this year. A later review 
by McGraw-Hill, business publishing firm, revised 
the estimate to 7 per cent. Now even newer sur- 
veys suggest a still steeper gain. 


Should the climb continue into and through- 


1960, the general economy cannot help but bene- 
fit markedly, and job level likewise. 


This outlook can be heartening for many reas- 


ons. First and most direct in effect, unemploy- 
ment may be reduced to a minimum. 
Second, 


and in many ways most vital, we need the econo- 
mic growth to support our rising population and 
to underpin the public services the citizens re- 
quire. 


Third, also Immensely Important, we are in a 


long-range economic race with the Soviet Union. 
Of late we have not been growing at the rate 
many experts think us capable of. If we do not 
do better, Premier Khrushchev may come un- 
comfortably close to realizing his boast of over- 
taking us economically in half a generation. We 
ought to fulfill our potential for expansion. 


For all these reasons we can be most thank- 


ful that the economic signs ahead are now the 
brightest they have been since the recession 
plunged us downward in late 1957.

President Eisenhower 
has asked Congress to provide an 
answer. So far it has ducked. 


Long's family had him flown out 


of Louisiana by plane to a mental 
hospital 
says he 


in Galveston," Tex.—he 
was drugged and kid- 


naped—and the lieutenant gover- 
nor took over, signing bills and 
otherwise acting as governor. 


Now Long is fighting to get back 


inside Louisiana. If he does—even 
to enter a hospital—and then as- 
serts himself as governor, who is 
governor: Long or the lieutenant 
governor? Under Louisiana law, 
the lieutenant governor can act 
only when the governor is outside 
the state. 


But suppose a president became 


deranged—perhaps only slightly— 
but could not or would not admil 
it How then could the vice presi- 
dent take over? Even when the 
president is out-of the country he 
atill is the president, and no one 
is authorized to step into his 
place. 


No legal, fool-proof way has 


been produced yet to shove a pres- 
ident aside, no matter what the 
circumstances. 


This is all the Constitution says: 


"In case ot the removal of the 
president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of 
the said office, the same shall 
devolve on the vice president (but 
the Constitution doesn't say how 


death, resignation or inability, 
»th of the president and vice 
president, declaring what officer 
shall then act as president, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, 
until the disability be removed 
(the Constitution doesn't say who 
decides this), or a president shall 
he elected." 


So, although the Constitution 


clearly says Congress can lay 
down the method for getting a 
disabled president out of the White 
House, Congress has never done 
so. 


The idea that Congress by a 


simple law could give the answer j 
has been challenged, and on pretty 1 
good grounds: that if a vice presi- j 
dent succeeded the president by' 
simple act of Congress, it could 
be protested as unconstitutional 
and taken to the courts where it 
might face a long fight. 


One way out of the dilemma 


would be for Congress to propose 
a constitutional amendment — 
requiring approval of two-thirds of 
House and 'Senate and three- 
fourths of the states — which 
would be far more binding than a 
law passed by Congress.

A Senate subcommittee has un- \ 


animously 
approved such 
an 


amendment — which has backing 
from both Eisenhower and some 
Democrats 
a n d 
Republicans. 


Whether it will get action in Con- 
gress this year is very uncertain.

Congress Passes 37 Out of 
10,600 Measures; Not Bad

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—One principal reason why the 86th 


Congress hasn't piled up a better record so far this year may be 
that there is a complete lack of political discipline ia both parties. 
Leaders are unable to control their members. 


What Congress has now is 534 rugged individualists. Many of 


them are inclined to be political prima donna types. 


On paper the Democrats have a 64-34 majority in the Senate and 


a 281-152 majority in the House, with three vacancies. 


This gives the Democrats the biggest majorities they have had 


in Congress in the last 20 years. But they are still not big enough 
to enable the Democrats to override any or all vetoes President 
Eisenhower may cast on legislation which the Democratic majorities 
might be able to agree on. 


Eisenhower administration leaders have dropped hints of half a 


dozen more vetoes in sight. They are predicted if the Democrats try 
to force through bills that call for spending more than Republican 
recommendations on housing, aid to depressed areas, airport and 
highway construction, stream pollution prevention, new water re- 
sources developments and other public works projects. 


IT'S A SOCK on the jaw to the Democrats every time they fail 


to override a veto. They've failed on one already—trying to take 
Rural Electrification Administration out of Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Benson's hands. They're skittish about risking a showdown 
on other vetoes. 


The result is a kind of legislative stalemate, with little attempted 


and less done. Senate committees have reported out 734 measures 
for floor action this year. House committees have £eported out 386. 
All this out of over 10,600 measures introduced. But only 37 bills 
have cleared both houses and been signed into law. 


The stalemate centers around the fact that the Democrats are 


instinctively opposed to anything the Eisenhower administration 
proposes. And the Republicans seems determined to keep the 
Democrats from putting through a counterprogram ot their own. 


The situation is further complicated by the fact that neither party 


can deliver its votes in a solid bloc. For there is no punishment 
that party leaders can hand out to their colleagues who stray. 


The Republicans have a tighter organization than the Democrats. 


It is smaller, therefore easier to control. But GOP liberals fre- 
quently stray away from the leadership of Sen. Everett Dirksen 
and Rep. Charlie Halleck. 


Beyond the Democrats' broad policy of opposing almost every- 


thing suggested by President Eisenhower, they.are split-down the 
middle on their own program. Conservative Democrats vote with 
Republicans against Democratic liberals just enough to prevent 
anything being done by either side. 


CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE of this Democratic squeeze are its 


leaders, Speaker Sam Rayburn and Sen. Lyndon Johnson. 


When they try to exercise their leadership, they are called despots. 


But when they let the Democratic members of Senate and House 
exercise their individuality, the leaders are accused of having no 
program and no policy. 


Some Republican congressmen have a theory—which they can't 


prove—that this undisciplined Democratic lack of action is a deliber- 
ate stall to delay consideration of civil rights legislation. 


By taking up so much time on the nomination of Admiral Lewis 


Strauss as Secretary of Commerce and by threatening filibusters to 
prevent his confirmation, Senate Democrats are preventing action 
on more important measures. 


In the House, the slowdowns in committees on labor, educational 


and oth4t bills are having the same effect.

The only 
qualifications are the ability to 
work an eight hour day and 
managing their own transporta- 
tion to and from work. 


. Abilities, Inc., is a competi- 
tive enterprise started in 1952 
by Henry Viscardi, Jr. He him- 
"self is handicapped and has -re- 
ceived many citations for his 
work in inspiring the physical- 
ly handicapped.' The factory is 
not a rehabilitation center or * 
place for treatment. The wprk- 
ers are not pitied, coddled, or 
given special privileges such as 
long rest periods or low pro- 
duction standards. 


The firm has grown remark- 


ably. Starting from scratch it 
is now a 1 million dollar busi- 
ness. There are hundreds of em- 
ployes disabled by a variety of 
diseases including, polio, heart 
trouble, cerebral palsy, blind- 
ness, deafness, epilepsy, multi- 
ple 
sclerosis, 
or 
paraplegia. 


Some are "too old to work." 
That the company gives no pre- 
employment physical examina- 
tion usually surprises other bus- 
iness men. Everyone is taken 
at his word as to what he can 
or cannot do. 


Motivation and interest are 


more important than past em- 
ployment experience. Emphasis 
is placed on what the person 
can do, not on his disability.

NEW YORK (AP)—Those wo- 


men you see in stockbrokers' 
boardrooms in increasing num- 
bers these days aren't just rest- 
ing then- feet. 


They're buying stocks in ever 


greater volume. In the list of 
Americans who have bought their 
first share of stock in the last 
three years, housewives lead all 
the rest Women 
shareowners 


have outnumbered men for some 
time. But they have increased 
their lead since 1956. 


Some Jour million women clas- 


sifying themselves as housewives 
now own stock, the biggest single 
group in the New York Stock Ex- 
change's 1959 census of share- 
owners. 


This shows that women now are 


5215 per cent of all adult share- 
owners, compared with 51.4 per 
cent in 1956 when the last census 
was taken. Altogether there are 
12,490,000 men and women who 
have at least one share. 


And among the new comers to 


corporate stockholder lists since 
1956 women outnumber men by 
56.3 per cent to 43.7 per cent. 


Altogether there are 6,347,000; 


women shareowners in the land, 
the stock exchange estimates in 
its survey, or about 11.5 per cent 
of the nation's adult female popu- 
lation. Three years ago 4.260,000 
women held stock, or 8.1 per cent 
ol their total number. 


Of all women shareowners 1,- 


275,000 are housewives who have 


jobs outside the home. 


The increase ^n working ;house- 


wives could be one reason that 
women are more and more in- 
volved in the stock market. Wo- 
men have more money nowadays 
to spend—and to invest. 


Another could _ be that womeni 


live intimately with inflation. As 
handlers of the family spending 
money they know what had hap- 
pened to their bills • and to the 
purchasing power of their dollar. 
Many may look on stocks,as a 
good hedge against this. 


Capital gains through rising- 


stock prices appeal to them, too, 
as compared to fixed-interest re- 
turns on other investments. 


Brokers add that their women 


customers are active bargain 
seekers — although finding bar- 
gains in stocks has become hard- 
er to do in a soaring bull market 


While the career girls and the 


other women employed in busi- 
ness are taking -to the stock mar- 
ket too, it's the housewife who is 
the shining light in the board- 
rooms these days. They now total 
one third of all the- shareowners 
in the land. Their numbers have 
increased by 1,170,000 since 1955. 


Next largest groups, of share- 


owners 'are: proprietors, mana- 
gers, and officials; professional 
and semiprofessional; and cleri- 
cal and sales. There are many 
women among each of thejse three 
occupational groups.

NEW YORK (AP) — "I thick 
here's a lot of snobbishness about 
laytime television — outside and 
nside the business," says actor 
Conn Larkin. "But if you want to 
lee real pros working, just take 
i look at the soap operas." 


For almost four years Larkin 


las been playing the 1role "of 
strong, brave, good, handsome 
Mike Karr, male lead in CBS' day- 
time serial "Edge of Night." Be- 
fore that he was the radio voice 
rf Perry Mason and had leads in 
such popular network radio fare 
AS -"Girl Alone" and "High Ad- 
venture." 


"We do a half-hour dramatic 


show five days a week with a 
minimum of rehearsal," Larkin 
emphasizes. "That we can turn 
them out at this rate is simply 
the result of craftsmanship and 
professionalism.' * 


He adds with a touch of bitter- 


ness that, although many of the 
regulars acting in daytime serials 
are names well-known and well- 


regarded on Broadway, TVs soap 
operas are rarely tapped lor even- { 
ing-show castsiX 


"It makes me laugh every time 


I hear that a producer is looking 
everywhere for talent," says Lar- 
kin. "One place producers never 
look is the daytime serial. And 
some of these people — who never 
look — are the very ones who sug- 
gest that the daytime serials are 
good places to train young actorst 


"That's nonsense. We do a 30- 


minute show with,a maximum of 
six hours rehearsal — and if it 
were a night-time stiow of the 
same length there would be 16 
hours of rehearsing time. That 
takes experience. I will admit that 
there are a lot of cliches in day- 
time serials, and I will admit that 
a lot of pap comes out on it. 


"But I also watch considerable 


night-time television, and I say 
that a lot of pap conies out on 
that. And I also say that with the 
same amount of money and re- 
hearsal time, we — the technical 
and acting crews — could do a 
better job. And, what's more, I 
often see stuff on important even- 
ing shows — bad camera work, 
bad acting — which wouldn't be 
permitted on our' shows."

ist of cows being milked, as'loflg 
ago as 9000 years BC. That 
makes milk one of the oldest 
known foods Hippocrates rec- 
ommended milk as a medicine ] 
centuries before Christ. Sans- 
krit writings 6,000 years old 
found in the Biblical country 
tell how milk is one of the 
most essential foods. 


History also tells us that a 


chap by the name of Gopatis, 
the first tribal king an the 
Middle East, was also the keep- 
er of the cows. Copatis owned 
the cows but the milking was a 
sacred nte, and performed by 
three priests. One stood at the 
cow's head — the other held 
her tail. The third priest was of

Worm Pickers Busy Each 
Night on Toronto Courses 


TORONTO (AP) — Shortly after 


he last golfer has left the 18th 
lole on many of Toronto's golf 
courses each evening, a small 
army 
of workers 
moves in. 


They're not after pars or birdies, 
jut dew worms. 


One firm,' Brennan Brothers 


Lave Bait Company, sends out 350 
to 400 worm-pickers on 14 courses 
n the metropolitan Toronto area. 
Flights to gather worms on the 
properties are leased by the com- 
pany under contracts. 


This year the company hopes to 


sell 100,000 worms for fishermen, 
mostly in the United States for 
about $500,000. 


The company'! plant has a 


walk-in refrigerator 
where as 


many as 15,000,000 worms can be 
kept in a state of hibernation — 
at about 34 degrees — before ship- 
ment in boxes to dealers in On- 
tario, Quebec and the United 
States. 


"Toronto and Hamilton have the 


best worm belts on the continent," 
said Dave Brennan, because cli- 
mate and soil conditions are per- 
fect. 


Good pickers get about 12,000 


worms each night. Skill is needed 
to spot the worms instantly in the 
beam of a headlamp and to pick 


them before their quick retreat. 


The pickers — many of them 


girls — are equipped with a head- 
lamp powered by a belt battery, 
and two one - gallon cans are 
strapped to their legs. One is 
filled with sawdust, used to give 
the hands a better grip on' the 
slippery night crawlers, and the 
other is for the collected worms.
